and grandest type, they will submit 
as willing wards to be led out through • 
the gateway of enlightenment, into 
tlie broaij sunshine of independence. 


The moral obligation resting upon 


•the United States is as sacred as the 
duty that a faithful guardian owes 
to a helpless child. President McKin- 
ley recognizes the sacred trust, as do 
a large majority of .the people of the 
land. He w.il. be,loyally supported in 
his efforts to''improve the conditions 
of the nation's wards.

BUI—Other Proceedings. 


Washington, I>. C., Dec. 6. — The 


house devoted the day to the army re- 
organization bill, which was brought 
wp imder a special ordisr adopted at 
the opening of the session which lim- 
ited general detoate to two hours on a 
side. L,ieut.-Gen. Miles and a number 
of army officers were interested spec- 
tators throughout the day. Chairman 
Hull and 'Mr. Parker (N. J.) 
of t'he 


military committee, republicans, sup- 
ported the bill, and Messrs. Cochrane 
(Mo.), Kleberg (Tex.), McClellan (N. 
T.), Shafroth 
(Ool.), Cummings (N. 


,Y.) and Cox (Tenn.), democrats, spoke 
ffcriefly against it. Mr. McCall (Mass.), 
republican, then aroused the only en- 
thusiasm of the day against the meas- 
ure. Mr. Dalzell (Pa.), from the com- 
mittee on rules, presented the special 
order for immediate consideration of 
the bill. He said legislation of. some 
character was1 imperative, as it would 
take time to recruit and organize the 
new army, which must replace the old 
July 1. 1901. 


Mr. Richardson (Tenn.) said his side 


of the house recognized the necessity 
tor some legislation, 'but did not agree 
that this bill establishing a permanent 
standing army should become a law. 
If an emergency exists an emergency 
should toe provided for. It was pro- 
posed to provide an army which could 
Ibe expanded at the will of one man 
from 50,000 to 100,000. No matter how 
good or able that man might be, he 
was not willing to see one man given 
such power. 
It was, In his opinion, 


abdicating the functions of congress. 


Mr. Grosvenor (O.) in support of the 


bill said that personally he was in 
favor of a standing army of 100,000 
men. " The people, he said, were not 
frightened when a demagogue 
said 


teat the purpose in increasing the 
army was to station large regiments 
near large cities to oppress later. As 
lor the opposition 
to the "sliding 


scale," the President always had prac- 
tically been supreme in the use of the 
army. One of the magnificent acts of 
Grover .Cleveland 'had 'been his as- 
sumption of his duty to Iceep the peace 
In. a great commonwealth by means 
of the United States army when the 
governor of >that state did not want 
'him to interfere. 


The sensation of the day then oc- 


curred 
when Mr. Shulzer, who had 


charge of the time on the Democratic 
Bide, yielded an hour to Mr. McCall 
(Rep., Mass.). 
This was the 
first 


intimation the house had that . 
the 


(Massachusetts member was to oppose 
the bill. Members who .had retired to 
the cloakroom flocked back into their 
Beats and keen interest was shown in 
Jsis remarks. 
He attacked the whole 


Philippine policy o{ the 
administra- 


tion. Although temperate in language, 
ihe was plain spoken in his warnings 
of the dangers which lay ahead o£ the 
government if a colonial policy was 
•persisted in. 
He also criticised tech- 


nically several features of the bill, es- 
pecially that lodging in the President 
the discretion to expand or reduce the 
size of the army at will. 
In conclu- 


sion he likened 
the unconquerable 


spirit which opposed our sway in the 
(Philippines to that of Washington at 
iValley Forge. Love of independence, 
lie said, was the "noblest heritage of 
•he human 'heart." 
He declared that 


the United States should immediately 
give -the Filipino people honorable as- 
surance that they should have a gov- 
ernment of their own. Replying to 
Mr. McCall, Mr. Hull declared that un- 
til congress acted to the contrary we 
must assert and enforce 
our sover- 


«ignty over the Philippines or dis- 
grace ourselves before the world, and 
It was the duty of congress to provide 
an army adequate to put down the re- 
toellion. Eleven 
of the 
twenty-six 


.pages of the bill were disposed ot be- 
fore adjournment. 


Senator Krjrs G'aiic:nde* His Speech. 
Senator Frye at the session of the 


senate concluded his speech upon the 
ship subsidy bill. 
He devoted his at- 


tention principally to a technical ex- 
planation of the various provisions ot 
the measure, explaining with especial 
care that provision which would ad- 
mit to American registry foreign-built 
ships. From several sources his at- 
tention was directed to this provision, 
and it is evidently one upon which 
much of the forthcoming debate will 
rest.
